to change a section of the town By-Laws, antsthen 
adjourned without considering two articles onrezon- 
ing of the Concord Street area to Industrial and the 
appropriation of money for the Nichols Street Bridge. 


The first four articles on the 
warrant were voted easily without 
a word of opposition, Article 1 
permits the Selectmen to release 
the old South School, to the Jaycees 
and Skating Club, 

Articles 2 and 3 proposed taking 
land for future school sites, one 
site at the corner of Hopkins Street 
and Shawsheen Avenue, the other 
off Whitefield Terrace and known 
as the Vokey and Parsons land, 
Article 4 dealt with the re-convey- 
ance of an easement to Mildred E, 
Neilson, who had previously given 
it to the town for use as a pedway, 
It was later decided to locate the

pedway elsewhere on Mrs, Neil- 
son’s property, so the original 
easement was to be given back in 
exchange for another, 

Not until consideration of Arti- 
cle 5, the proposal that the town 
accept Chapter 40 A, Section 8, of 
the General Laws, did the meeting 
really come to life, 

Chapter 40A, Section 8 provides 
that any zoning article disapproved 
by the Planning Board and voted 
down by a Town Meeting may not 
be introduced again until a two 
year period had elapsed, The 
article was recommended by the 
Planning Board, 

The first person to speak against 
the article was Planning Board 
member,.Jim Miceli. Mice)! in- 
sisted that passage of the article 
would take away certain rights ofthe 
voters and place them in the hands 
of the Planning Board,

HENNEBERGER ON THE SPOT 


What the town witnessed in the Monday night town 

was the evidence that is beginning to show. up 

because of the lackadaisacal attitudes of past Town 
Managers, during the past six years, 

Representative Fred Cain, for instance, was 
puzzling to the voters, inhis demand that the meeting 
be adjourned to Nov, 3, and not to Nov, 22, with re- 
spect to the vote on the Nichols Street bridge. 

_ Mr Cain had a very goodreason for his concern, 
which he has voiced privately, but not yet publicly. 

He was afraid that the town would lose some of 
its share of Chapter 90 money - $40,000 worth, 

Cain has discovered, in the few months he has 
been in office, that the town has lost thousands of 
dollars in Chapter 90 funds in recent years because 
no one was actively pursuing the business of getting 
that money. He isn’t ready to make an announcement 
yet, but he feels that there might be as much as 
$100,000 involved in money that was available to the 
town, and which the town did not get. 

Mr Cain presumably knows what he 1s talking 
about, He has been in close contact with the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Corporations and Taxation, 
in the State House, and he will shortly be making 
an announcement, : 

And, during the time that the town has been losing 
this money it has been paying Town Managers in the 
vicinity of $12,000 a year, as expert businessmen 
and financiers, 

How many times $12,000 a year is equal to 
$100,000? 

A second point on which the Town Managers of 
the past six years have been very'slack is the 
Planning Board of Wilmington, 

For six years the Planning Board has been sort 
of a plaything for Town Managers - and some others 

Themly time Town Managers botheredta tad 
a Planning Board meeting was whenthere was some- 
thing Extra Special in the air, The rest of the time 
the board was left to flounder, 

The removal of Bob Evans from the Planning 
Board was a tragedy, in that the smartest man, from 
a Planning Standpoint, was no longer there to exert 
a steadying hand, 

No man, of course, in indespensible and Mr Evans 
should not, of course, remaine} on the Planning Board 
forever, Other people can have ideas, and should 
have an opportunity, 

But the removal of Mr Evans at atime when the 
Planning Board was slumping badly was an unfortu- 
nate event, It has not recovered, since, 

And the Town Managers have been conspicuous 
by their absence from Planning Board meetings. 

Last January the Planning Board voted that they 
wanted to hire a Planning Consultant. This was a 
definite sympton of the disease from which they 
were suffering - no advice from responsible people 
who knew something about planning. 

And that’s why the town hires Town Managers, 

Wilmington has always been ready to pay town 
managers, and pay them well, 

Wilmington is entitled to a return, for its trust 
in its town managers, It has not been getting that 
return, and the Planning Board, like the lost Chapter 
90 funds are visible symptons of what has been 
going on in the past. 

Mr Henneberger, the new Town Manager, is 
definitely on the spot, The Planning Board is sick, 
Either medicine or surgery 1s indicated, and perhaps 
both, i is up to him to act, and act promptly.

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THE BARBO ARTICLE 


The performance in the Town Meeting on Monday 
night, with reference to Article 7 baffled many of the 
voters and still has to be explained, This is an 
attempt to tell what happened, 

Article 7 asked the town to rezone, for industry, 
land north of Concord Street. It never gbt to a vote 
because the Planning Board refused to make any 
recommendations, either for or against the article. 

Atty Joseph F Courtney, when he took the floor 
for the Barbo article, which is, perhaps the best name 
for it, explained the law which permitted the Planning 
Board to defy the town meeting, But no one has 
explained what happened, and what the Planning Board 
did, 

The Barbo article had been in preparation for a 
long time, and all concerned had, at every step, made 
every effort to co-ordinate the work of the committees 
involved, 

Early inSeptember, at the request of the Planning 
Board, the Selectmen postponed a Town Meeting 

@ scheduled for October 4 to October 25. This was to 
give the Planning Board more time to consider all 
the zoning articles, 

The Finance Committee delayed its meeting until 
the 16th of October for the same reason - to give the 
Planning Board more time, 

Also, in early September, Mr. Barbohe ld a joint 
meeting with the members of the Board ofSelectmen 
and the Planning Board, in the Town Hall, at which 
time anyone concerned was able to ask any question, 

Then, a week ago last Saturday, the Planning 
Board let the Finance Committee know that they 
planned to have No Report, on the Barbo article, 

The following Wednesday (October 20th), as a 
result of the intelligence to the Finance Committee, 
three members of the Board of Selectmen, headed 
by the chairman, Mrs Drew, attended a Planning 
Board meeting in the Hiller House, They had to wait 
for two and one half hoursto see the Planning Board, 

The Selectmen asked the Planning Board what the 
report was going to be. They were told ‘no report’. 

The Selectmen asked the reason, The Planning 
Board refused to discuss any reason, 

Three times the Selectmen asked ifthe Planning 
Board needed more time, Each time the Planning 
Board refused to answer. 

The Town Manager had already written a letter 
to the Planning Board, asking that they give consider- 
ation to the article, He did not ask them to vote in 
favor, or against, a 

The Selectmen never asked the Planning Board 
to vote in favor, or against, All that they asked was 
that the Planning Board wanted more time. 

No decision was ever given, 

No board, in the belief of this paper, has the 
moral right to prevent a Town Meeting from voting. 

But that’s what the Planning Board did,

‘The Wilmington Housing Author- 
ity has no provision in its budget 
for the payment of 1965 taxes to

Road, spoke in behalf of Avco, The 
argument that the area serves as 
a buffer zone, he said, is ridicu- 
lous.

on Route 93 Zoning 


Sam Snow of Lexington, profes- 
sional planner hired by the Wil- 
mington Planning Board, gave the 
board some ‘off the cuff’ remarks 
Tuesday night, on the proposed 
industrial development north of 
Concord Street. 

Mr Snow had, in his public report 
of last January, indicated that the 
area should be zoned for industry, 

Tuesday night he displayed his 
own ‘land use map’ of the Route 93 
area, His proposal for an indus- 
trial zone north of Concord Street 
was for a distance of 1800 feet, or 
about half way to Park Street, 

Snow told the Planning Board that 
it did not have adequate regulations 
for ‘Industrial Sub-Divisions, and 
that it should do something about 
this, 

In the ensuing conversation he 
said he had prepared the regula~ 
tions for Winchester, and that in- 
cluded in the regulations was the 
Massachusetts State Highway Code 
= a thick volume, to which Win- 
chester had added several pages, 

Snow was asked by Mel Bloom 
how long it would take him to pre- 
Pare a set of regulations for Indus- 
trial Sub Division, and, when he 
said one week, he was ordered by 
vote of the committee to bring in 
@ proposed set for next week, 

Snow viewed the map which had 
beeh prepared by the Carl Realty 
Company, and said that the result- 
ing traffic would be too heavy for 
Concord Street, 

In a review of the area Snow 


sald: 

There 1s ledge north of the pro- 
posed cut-off line (1800 feet north 
of Concord Street), 

There is a North Reading water 
supply pumping station onthe North 
Reading side of the line (north of 
the North Reading Industrial Dis- 
trict - which Snow did not men- 
tion - Ed), 

An industrial district in Wilming 
ton would create problems for the 
North Reading water supply 

The Wilmington Department of 
Public Health would be unable to 
properly care for the problem, 
which would mean that the State 
Department of Public Health would 
have to be called in, 

The State Department of Public 
Health is already concerned about 
North Reading’s water supply, 

The development will not be pro- 
perly controlled, because the town 
does not have a proper sub-division 
control for industry, 

The Federal Government will 
probably stop access to Concord 
Street, for industry, because Con- 
cord Street in this area is a part 
of the Route 93 layout, 

The Carl Realty Company has 
bought 70 feet of land in North 
Reading, which can be used as an 
access, if they are cut off in Wil- 
mington, but this would not be 
adequate for the amount of traffic 
which would be generated, 

Snow ended by saying that nothing 
is impossible, and urged the Plan- 
nng Board to help Mr Barbo in 
any way possible,

Board of Appeals 


‘The Board of Appeals, in tts 
latest decisions, has granted five 
requests for variances, anddenied 
one, The decisions were handed 
down this week, 

The appeal of John E Shepard 


of Lake Street to create a lot of 


land on Dexter Street was granted 

Robert Clark represented She- 
pard, before the Board, in the hear- 
ing on Sept. 14th, Clark told the 
board that the lot ofland, on Dexter 
Street, had a frontage of 127.2 feet 
and 10,770 square feet, but had 
insufficient depth to conform to the 
zoning by law. 

The Building Inspector had de- 
nied a permit to build because of 
the insufficient depth, 

The application of the Jackson 
Brothers, Inc. for a variance on 
three lots of land, at the corner of 
Nichols Street and Shawsheen Ave 
was also granted, 

The hearing was on Sept 14th, 
Fred Jackson and Leland Jackson 
appeared with a plan showing the 
three lots, with sufficient frontage 
and area, but insufficient depth. 

They told the board that they had 
‘traded’ with a neighboring land 
owner, to make the lots more con- 
forming. 

The Appeal Board held that the 
development of the three lots, part 
of a triangular piece of land, would 
not derogate from the intent of the 
zoning by-law. 

Albert P Rounds of Stoneham 
was granted permission to proceed 
with construction on five lots of 
land in the latest part of his de- 
velopment of Hathaway Acres, 

He too, was heard on Sept, 14th 
The lots, numbered 1, 9, 54, 55 
and 53, are located on Draper 
Drive and Evans Drive, 

Rounds told the board that the 
five lots had insufficient depth, ac- 
cording to Section V-5. The entire 
development, he said, had been laid 
out to conform, as nearly as pos-

sible, with the law. 

The board held that there would 
be no derogation from the zoning 
by law, provided that Rounds so 
located the houses to be built asto 
provide adequate space for breeze- 
ways and/or garages that may be

Samuel R Milnand Jeanne R Miln 
of Burlington were given permis- 
sion to build on a lot of land on 
Chestnut Street on alot havingless 
than required area or frontage. 

Atty, Jack Moss represented the 
couple, who were also present at 
the hearing, which was held on Sept 
7th. 

It was the second time that the 
board had been requested to givea 
variance for the lot in question, 
Moss said. Inthe previous request 
the board had denied the variance, 
but since then the Milns had pur- 
chased more land, which gave them 
an additional 50 feet in frontage, 
and an additional 20,000 square feet 
in area, The total now was 210 
feet frontage, and 52,000 square 
feet area, The land is inthe Rural 
Zone, requiring 60,000 square feet 

Moss pointed out that the town 
had taken a right of way from the 
north side of the lot, for access to 
the Chestnut Street wellfield. The 
right-of-way would give a full 
frontage, and a full area, if it had 
not been taken. 

No more land could be purchased 
and if the town had not taken the 
right-of-way there would have been 
sufficient area and frontage, Moss 
said, It was, he declared, a defi- 
nite case of a hardship,

area, in excess of 50%, in a non- 
conforming business and residen- 
tial building at 306 Main Street. 

The building, at the corner of 
Clark Street, is used partly asa 
real estate office by Mr Howatt. 
The hearing was on Sept. 2nd. 

Howatt told the board that the 
additional area would be used en- 
tirely for residential purposes, and 
the business use of the building 
would be confined to the one room 
in front, on the lower floor. 

Lee Campbell of Clark Street 
appeared to ask about the contin- 
uation of the use of the building 
for business purposes, because it 
had changed owners several times, 
Minot Anderson, Building Inspec- 
tor, said that the non-conforming 
use had not been abandoned, and 
produced a copy of his ruling 
given on Feb. 17, 1965, which was 
addressed to Mr Howatt. 

The board voted to grant the ad~ 
ditional space requested, provided 
that the signs on the building be 
removed, and added that they could 
be replaced by one non-flashing 
exterior sign, not to exceed 12 
square feet in area. Ilumination 
for the sign must be so placed as 
to direct the light away from the 
street, and the sign must be on 
the building, or not closer than 15 
feet from the lot line, 

All the shrubs, bushes and trees 
on the westerly side ofthe building 
from the lot line on Clark Street 
to the southerly lot line must be 
removed, or cut to a level not to 
exceed three feet above ground 
level. 

No more space in the building 
other than the one room now being 
used as a Real Estate office may be 
used for business purposes, 

The one appeal that was turned 
down had been made by David G 
Newhouse of Boutwell Street. He 
appeared before the board on Sept 
21st and asked for a variance for 
a lot on the corner of Broad and 
Doane Streets, 

The lot did not have sufficient 
depth, according to the zoning by- 
law requirements, 

Newhouse proposed to merge six 
small lots of land, to make the lot 
in question, 

Minot Anderson told the board 
that Mr and Mrs Ernest Ardolino 
would purchase the remaining par- 
cel of property, currently owned by 
Newhouse, if the variance were 
granted, The parcel was at the 
corner of Cord Street and Broad 
Street. The Ardolino family wished
